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Johnson,  64,  dies 


Lyndon  Baines  Johnson,  whose 
presidency  in  the  turbulent  1960’s 
launched  the  nation  on  a  course  of 
sweeping  domestic  reform  but  foundered 
on  the  war  in  Vietnam,  died  Monday. 

The  64-year-old  Texan,  who  had  a 
history  of  heart  trouble  dating  back  to 
1955,  was  taken  ill  at  his  ranch  in 
Johnson  City,  Texas,  and  was  dead  on 
arrival  at  Brooke  Army  Medical  Center, 
San  Antonio  according  to  the' Associated 
Press.  - 

The  cause  of  death  was  not 
immediately  announced.  A  spokesman, 
Tom  Johnson,  said  three  Secret  Service 
agents  assigned  to  the  former  president 
found  him  in  his  bedroom  at  the  ranch 
where  he  was  experiencing  an  “apparent 
heart  problem.” 

He  was  the  only  living  former  chief 
executive,  his  death  coming  less  than  a 
month  after  that  of  Harry  Truman. 

LOCALLY,  those  who  worked  with  or 
near  LBJ  mourned  his  passing. 

“I’ve  known  him  for  many  years  since 
his  days  in  the  senate,”  recalled  Stewart 
Grow,  BYU  distinguished  professor  of 
political  science.  “I  found  him  very 


skilled  in  interpersonal  and  small  group 
relationships.  He  did  have  a  problem  with 
the  mass  media.  He’ll  be  remembered  as  a 
strong  individual  with  Congress  and  less 
effective  with  the  public.” 

LaVar  Bateman,  director  of  the 
University  Speaker’s  Bureau,  spent  a 
sabbatical  leave  in  the  Senate  when 
Johnson  was  senate  majority  leader. 
Bateman  “rather  marveled  at  his  ability 
to  run  the  Senate  so  smoothly.  He  had  an 
easy  way  with  Senators  on  both  sides.  He 
was  smooth.”  Bateman  recalls  an  incident 
between  Senator  Earl  Long  of  Louisianna 
and  Johnson,  when  Long  “went  on  a 
rampage  protesting  Johnson’s  tight 
control  over  things,  right  on  the  Senate 
floor.  A  minute  later  I  turned  around  to 
see  Johnson  with  his  arm  around  Long, 
laughing  and  talking.  He  was 
magnificent.” 

“AS  A  PRESIDENT,  he  will  go  down 
as  one  with  some  of  the  most  difficult 
choices  not  only  with  a  war  but  with 
domestic  problems,”  said  professor  Doyle 
Buckwalter.  “He  will  be  judged  harshly  at 
first,  but  as  years  go  by  he  will  be  judged 
.  as  a  president  who  had  some  of  the  most 
difficult  decisions  in  history  to  make.” 

Johnson  was  flown  by  private  plane  to 
San  Antonio,  about  65  miles  from  the 
LBJ  Ranch,  and  then  taken  the  remaining 
10  miles  to  the  hospital  by  ambulance. 

His  wife,  Lady  Bird,  whom  he  married 
in  1934,  was  in  her  office  in  Austin  at  the 
time  the  former  president  was  stricken 
and  flew  by  helicopter  directly  to  the 
hospital,  arriving  there  before  her 
husband. 

A  spokesman  for  Brooke  Army  Medical 
Center  referred  all  inquiries,  including  the 
exact  time  of  death  and  the  cause  of 
death,  to  Tom  Johnson,  a  long-time 
friend  and  business  associate  who  is  not 
related  to  the  former  president. 

THE  SPOKESMAN  did  confirm, 
however,  that  Mrs.  Johnson  had  left  the 


hospital,  about  6  p.m.  and  “I  suppose 
she’s  going  back  to  the  ranch.” 

Johnson,  who  presided  over  the 
buildup  of  the  Vietnam  war,  also  set  in 
motion  the  machinery  that  led  to  the 
Paris  peace  talks.  He  stunned  the  nation 
when  he  announced  in  March,  1968  that 
he  would  not  seek  a  second  elected  term 
and  also  said  that  he  had  ordered  a  partial 
halt  to  U.S.  bombing  of  North  Vietnam. 

The  legacy  of  war,  however,  was 
blamed  by  many  for  the  defeat  of 
Johnson’s  vice-president,  Hubert  H. 
Humphrey,  who  lost  to  Richard  M.  Nixon 
in  the  1968  presidential  race. 

Free  legal  service

Free  legal  service  will  be  available  to 
students  Wednesday  announced  officials 
from  the  ASBYU  Ombudsman  Office 
Monday. 

Ron  Harris,  publicity  director  for  the 
office,  said  the  service  will  be  available 
from  2-4  p.m.  Wednesday  from  District 
Attorney  Richard  Maxfield. 

The  Ombudsman  Office  has  hired 
Maxfield  for  $50  to  assist  students  “with 
their  individual  legal  problems.” 

To  obtain  the  service,  Harris  said 
students  should  sign-up  at  a  table  in  the 
Reception  Center,  ELWC.  The  students 
will  then  be  sent  up  to  talk  to  the 
attorney  in  the  Ombudsman’s  Office,  4th 
floor  ELWC,  for  private  consultation  with 
Maxfield. 

Harris  also  said  the  office  will  evaluate 
the  program  after  Wednesday  to  see  if  the 
attorney  service  should  be  continued  oh  a 
weekly,  bi-weekly  or  monthly  basis. 

He  further  explained  the  program 
should  save  student  government  money 
because  currently  every  time  the 
Ombudsman’s  Office  contacts  an 
attorney  for  a  student,  it  costs  the  office 
$10  for  service,  as  well  as  $5  for  the 
student.

has  “an  absolute  constitutional  right  to 
an  abortion  on  her  demand.”  But,  he 
said,  the  decision  on  whether  to  end  a 
pregnancy  before  the  fetus  becomes 
viable-before  the  24th  to  28th  week-is 
one  best  left  to  the  woman  and  her 
personal  physician. 

In  the  first  three  months,  Blackmun 
said,  the  decision  and  the  way  it  is  carried 
out  must  be  left  to  them.  In  the  second 
three  months,  he  said,  all  the  state  may 
do  is  to  regulate  the  abortion  procedures 
in  ways  that  “are  reasonably  related  to 
maternal  healfh,”  such  as  making  sure 
they  are  performed  by  licensed  doctors 
and  licensed  clinics  and  hospitals. 

JUSTICE  BLACKMUN  said  medical 
data  indicates  that  abortion  in  the  first 
three  months,  “although  not  without  its 
risks,  is  now  relatively  safe.” 

Therefore,  he  said,  “any  interest  of  the 
state  in  protecting  the  woman  from  an 
inherently  hazardous  procedure  ...  has 
largely  disappeared.” 

The  Texas  law  made  it  a  crime  to  end  a

pregnancy  except  “for  the 
purpose  of  saving  the  life  of  the 
mother.” 


THE  RULING  followed  two 
years  of  deliberations  by  the 
justices.  It  was  based 
predominantly 'on  what  Blackmun 
called  a  right  of  privacy.  He  said 
the  right  “is  broad  enough  to 
encompass  a  woman’s  decision 
whether  or  not  to  terminate  her 
pregnancy.” 

Justices  Byron  R.  White  and 
William  H.  Rehnquist  dissented. 
White  said  he  could  “find  nothing 
in  the  language  or  history  of  the 
Constitution  to  support  the 
court’s  judgment.” 

Rehnquist,  meanwhile,  said 
“the  court’s  sweeping  invalidation 
of  any  restrictions  on  abortion 
during  the  first  trimester  is 
impossible  to.  justify  ...” 

In  a  second  7-2  ruling,  the  court 
struck  down  Georgia’s  abortion 
law,  finding  three  provisions  to  be 
unconstitutional.

The  proposed  location  of  a 
correctional  school  for  delinquent 
boys  has  been  turned  over  to  the 
Utah  County  Board  of 
Adjustments  after  Edgemont 
residents  gathered  to  protest  its 
construction. 

The  Provo  Canyon  School, 
previously  located  in  Mapleton 
under  the  title  of  Oak  Hills 
School,  was  recently  granted  a 
permit  to  build  on  a  four-acre 
Edgemont  lot.  At  a  public  hearing 
yesterday,  residents  aired 
objections  to  the  location  of  the 
school 

La  Vorn  Sparks,  who  was 
appointed  spokesman  for  the 
group,  indicated  that  the  school, 
which  houses  35  boys  with 
emotional,  academic  and 
behavioral  problems,  “has  a 
place.”  “But  where  is  the  proper 
place  so  that  my  wife  and  children 
won’t  have  to  bear  the  burden  of 
intimidation  of  their  emotional 
disturbances?”  Sparks  questioned. 
He  charged  that  the  school,  whose 
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pupils  are  all  teenagers,  is  not  a 
school  but  an  institution,  and  as 
such  does  not  meet  zoning 
requirements.  “It’s  a  fine  program 
but  it  doesn’t  belong  in  a 
residential  area.” 

The  school  was  forced  to  move 
from  Mapleton  when  the  Utah 
Supreme  Court  upheld  a  Mapleton 
city  ruling  that  owners  had  failed 
to  apply  for  a  permit  to  remodel 
on  the  property.  School  owners 
then  purchased  the  Edgemont 
property  and  were  granted  a 
permit  to  build  the  school  there. 
Residents  protested  and  the 
hearing  was  called. 

No  official  representative  of  the 
school  was  in  attendance  at  the 
hearing,  but  a  former  Oak  Hills 
instructor,  Chloe  Vroman, 
expressed  the  hope  that  “if  Provo 
is  the  kind  of  area  I  think  it  is, 
they  will  fellowship  these  boys.” 

A  mother  of  one  of  the  Oak 
Hills  students  told  the  crowd  of. 
nearly  150  people  that  her  son 
was  a  slow  learner  and  “not  at  the 
school  because  he  is  a  criminal.” 
“If  you  try  to  run  them  out  of 
town,  I  think  that’s  criminal,”  she 
said. 

Another  resident  claimed  that 
school  officials  had  received 
threatening  phone  calls  from 
residents.

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‘No  man  is  above  or  below  the  law’ 

Wilkinson  opposes

Ernest  L.  Wilkinson,  former 
BYU  president,  opposed  the 
granting  of  reporter  privilege  in  an 
address  delivered  to  a  televised 
current  affairs  class  last  week. 

Speaking  before  a  live  audience 
of  more  than  100  students 
gathered  in  the  studios  of  KBYU, 
Wilkinson  objected  to  giving 
reporters  the  type  of  privilege 
which  is  currently  held  by 
lawyers,  doctors  and  clergymen. 

The  class  presentation  was 
taped  and  broadcast  over  KBYU 
last  Monday  and  Thursday. 

The  former  BYU  head 
enumerated  nine  major  reasons 
for  opposing  the  type  of  law 


which  is  now  advocated  by  many 
in  the  mass  media  industry. 

Wilkinson  indicated  he  is 
opposed  “to  this  special  privilege 
because  it  would  throw  the  doors 
open  to.  reporters  to  publish 
almost  any  story  they  hear 
without  proper  investigation  as  to 
its  reliability.”  This,  he  stressed, 
would  convert  freedom  into 
license. 

“Indeed,  some  irresponsible 
reporter  may  even  concoct  a  story 
of  his  own,  and  when  asked  the 
source  of  his  information  he  could 
take  refuge  in  the  law  permitting 
him  to  conceal  that 
source-namely  himself.” 

“The  granting  of  such  a 
privilege  would  further  contribute 


reporter  privilege 


to  the  permissive  trends  in  our 
country  by  de-emphasizing 
responsibility,”  he  argued. 

Concerning  the  claim  made  by 
reporter  privilege  advocates  that 
certain  informants  should  be 
protected  in  order  to  insure  the 
free  flow  of  information, 
Wilkinson  said  “the  concealment 
of  the  informer  is  not  necessary 
for  a  free  press  or  for  the  free' 
flow  of  proper  information  to  the 
public.” 

Quoting  Teddy  Roosevelt’s 
comment  that  “no  man  is  above 
or  below  the  law,”  he  said  he  felt 
“a  statute  of  the  kind  proposed 
would  confer  a  special  privilege  on 
reporters  not  enjoyed  by  others  in 
our  society  which  is  odious  to  our 


sense  of  justice.  It’s  a  sort  of 
special  privilege  which  we  have 
always  frowned  upon  in  this 
country.” 

In  addition  Wilkinson  said  “the 
granting  of  this  special  privilege 
could  easily  be  a  step  in  the 
direction  of  a  controlled  press  for 
newspapers,  just  as  radio  and 
television  now  are  controlled  by 
the  Federal  Communications 
Commission.” 

“If  the  legislatures  get  the  idea 
that  they  can  confer  a  special 
privilege  on  newspapers  it  is  an 
easy  step  for  them  to  think  that 
they  can  control  newspapers.  I 
don’t  want  to  see  that  happen  in 
our  country,”  he  concluded.

-While  shying  away  from 
specific  dates,  Washington  sources 
indicated  that  Nixon  has  set  a  goal 
of  wrapping  up  the  Vietnam 
agreement  this  week  and  that, 
barring  unexpected  snags,  the 
President  is  confident  of  hitting 
that  target. 

-South  Vietnamese  Foreign 
Minister  Tran  Van  Lam  told  an 
interviewer  as  he  departed  for 
Paris  that  Vice  President  Spiro  T. 
Agnew  will  be  in  Saigon  on  Jan. 
28,  presumably  to  demonstrate 
that  Washington  and  Saigon  were 
entering  the  post-war  era 
shoulder-to-shoulder. 

-Agnew  himself  said  he 
couldn’t  answer  when  asked 
whether  he  will  be  heading  for 
Saigon,  saying  the  President 
would  have  to  make  “that 
announcement.” 

-Congressional  sources 
reported  that  Nixon  plans  a 
meeting  with  Capitol  Hill  leaders 
within  the  next  few  days, 
providing  him  a  forum  to  brief 
them  on  details  of  a  peace  accord.
